Montgomery County industrial work- 
ers .suffered two fatal accidents during 
duly', according to a statement issued 
today by Dr. Clifford B. Connelley, 
Commissioner of the Pennsylvania De- 
partment of Labor and Industry. 

Throughout the State, 241 fatalities 
occurred in duly. Seventy-four of the 
victims were employed in industrial 
plants, o4 were public service workers 
and .ll.'l were miners. The figures which 
were compiled by the Bureau of Work- 
men's Compensation show an increase 
of i>4 fatal mine accidents last month 
as compared with June, when 89 were 
veported. 

During duly there were 20 fewer fa- 
talities in industrial plants, while there 
was an increase of one fatal accident 
among public service workers. Alle- 
gheny and Lu/.erne Counties reported 
the largest number of accidents, with 
41 and 24, respectively. Commissioner 
Councilor's report imlicated 242 fatali- 
ties in dune, 211 in May, and 177 in 
April. 



Automobile owners in Pennsylvania 
were cautioned by the Department of 
State Police against the practice of 
leaving license cards in their cars. 
Motor car thieves, the police asserted, 
find it easy to establish identification 
and show evidence of car ownership 
when they are in possession of license 
cards bearing motor numbers that cor- 
respond with those on the car. 

Many motorists, the police said, carry 
their license cards in the side pockets 
of their cars or under seats, thereby 
making it easy for thieves to throw 
ofiiccrs off the trail of stolen motors. 
Kecently, police officers stopped cars 
on the highways and inspected license 
cards and motor numbers, and they al- 
lowed the cars to proceed. Later it de- 
veloped that the automobiles had been 
stolen before the police examined the 
ears and their drivers, but because the 
drivers held the proper license cards 
the police did not suspect, theft. 

The police urge motorists to carry 
their license cards in their clothing, and 
under no circumstances leave the cards 
in the car.

NOTICE TO GAS CONSUMERS. 



Effective September 26, 1D20, we arc 

nking certain changes in our rules 
:-nd regulations governing the supply 
of gas. These will effect increases over 
present charges in the following in- 
stances: 

For street lighting, the rate per sin- 
gle mantle lamp, including gas main- 
tenance, turn-on and .shut-off service, 
burning from dusk until dawn, will be 
$2.50 per month instead of $2.00, as 
heretofore. 

Whenever consumer's service pipes 
;tre not brought to a common point, and 
the company is called upon to furnish 
t wo or more meters, each point of 
metering shall be considered as a sep- 
arate service, and will be billed accord- 
ingly. 

Tn the event of a consumer request- 
ing a change in the type of meter, if 
the meter has been installed as speci- 
fied in the consumer's meter applica- 
tion, there will be a charge of $2.50, 
for changing from prepayment to reg- 
ular meter or from regular to prepay- 
ment meter. 

Tf the consumer's service is discon- 
nected for violation of contract, non- 
payment of bills when due, etc., etc., 
or when the consumer has ordered the 
service discontinued temporarily, the 
consumer will be charged $2.50 for each 
re-connection.

The Highway Department has adopt- 
ed a yellow tag with black lettering as 
the type for Pennsylvania's automobile 
and truck registration for 1021 and or- 
ders for manufacture will provide for 
a greater quantity than ever before 
owing to the numerous new registra- 
tions continually being made.

Committee on Vacant Lot Gardens. 

This committee- is a result of the war 
and continues to find itself needed. 
When a shortage of food threatened and 
people were being urged to raise as 
much as possible of their own food, the 
committee obtained from owners of va- 
cant lots permission to use them for 
war gardens. The lots w T ere ploughed 
and fertilized and then divided into 
plots of suitable size apportioned to 
men and women of the neighborhood, 
who had no land of their own, but who 
were eager to raise their own vegeta- 
bles. The lots were given out at a nom- 
inal price, which barely covered the ex- 
pense of preparation, and seeds were 
sold at cost. Remarkable crops were 
produced, but the increase in the sup- 
ply of food was not the only advantage 
resulting from the w T ork. When the war 
was over the demand for lots continue:] 
and it seemed worth while to carry on 
the work of the committee. 

During the present year, owing to 
the great increase in sales of property 
for building, the supply of lots ha*s de- 
creased; also the scarcity of labor made 
the ploughing a serious problem. Rut 
in the face of these difficulties the com- 
mittee has over 100 plots under culti- 
vation in Ardniore, Haver ford, Bryn 
Mawr and Rosemont, and it feels that 
the industry and thrift shown by the 
holders and the amount of good fresh 
vegetables produced more than justify 
a continuation of the work. 

The committee has tried to put tie.s 
work on a self-supporting basis, but 
this year, with the increased cost of 
labor for ploughing, it mny face a defi- 
cit. The Main Line Citizens' Associa- 
tion is dependent upon its annual mem- 
bership dues and the contributions of 
interested friends. The future of this 
committee, therefore, depends not only 
on the demand for gardens, but on the 
co-operation and financial support of 
the public.

Aviator Recovering in Oil Town Hos- 
pital from Gasoline Burns Will 
Resume Flying.
